We might reaſonably hope by degrees, with God's 
Bleſling upon our ſincere Endeavours, to be al 
of one mind; that all would come to be of one 
Communion, and there would be no ſuch thing 
as a Diſſenter amongſt us; all would ſtand at e- 
qual diſtance from Rome, and give notice to each 
other of every little ſecret Approach; diſcover 
their Traps, and defeat their Deſigns ; and this 
would more effectually than any thing, render the 
__ Church ſecure, and bring to paſs a 


Comprehenſion in the beſt and trueſt ſenſe ; when 


all with one heart and one mouth joyn in paying a 


decent. Service to the God of Order and Peace. 
And ſhould we live to ſee our Brethren thus 
dwell together with us in Unity, and with one 


accord i in one * „as in the _ of the Apo- 
5 *, 
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Ales, joyn in 1 5 and Thankſp; givings, ad other 
Ad of Divine VVorſhip to our Almighty Deli- 
verer : Then might we 7 8 conclude, that the 
Romiſb Snares whereby we have been ſo long and 
ſo unhappily divided, are broken in pieces: And 
when may this be better hop'd for, than when ſo 
excellent a-Pattern of Piety and Devotion fills the 
Throne? who by a conftant attendance on God's 
Service in ſo pure a way of VVorſhip, gives all 


her Subjects ſo good an Example. And ſhould our 


diſſenting Brethren be ſo mov'd, as to be reduced 
thereby, our Church, when thus artiv'd to its full 
Growth and Union, might indeed be the Envy of 
Rome ; but it would no langer be in ng of 
any further Attempts. 


But then Laſtly, VVhen all-is 1 FR we 1 


added our utmoſt Ls to the wile Proviſion 


of the State and the Law, in order to our further 
Security, we muſt, above all things, take care in all 
humble manner, daily to apply our ſelves to him 
for the Continuance of his Favour and Protection, 
without whom all other means of Safety will prove 
' ineffetual : Unleſs the ſame God that has hitherto 
{av'd us, keeps our City, and builds up our Sion, all 
our Watchmen, thoſe who break 3 Sleep. to ſerve 


their Countrey , and ſtudy the publick Welfare, 
wake in vain, This being ſaid as to What is 7

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ed us; and by our Praiſes, an 
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eſpecially incumbent upon us in order to our fu- 
ture Security; What remains, is to endeavour to 
anſwer the Deſign of the Day, in ſhewing our 
ſelves duly ſenſible of the many Mercies vouchſaf. 
a and Thankſgivings, and 
a grateful Acknowledgment of the many Delive- 
rances Which have been wrought for us; fo much 
the more effectually recommend our ſelves to the 
Divine Protection and Favour. The Inference 
which Holy David makes in the 107th Pſalm, and 
very. often repeats, is not leſs proper in our Caſe ; 
Oh that men would therefore praiſe the Lord for bis 
goodneſs, and for his wonderful works to the Children 
of Men. Let them ſacrifice the ſacrifices of thankſ- 
giving, and declare his works with rejoycing : And. 
when there is no one of us but may be truly ſaid 
to ſhare in the Bleſſings we commemorate ; We 


cannot ſurely doubt, but that whenever the Prieſt 


ſhall ſay Bleſſed.be the. Lord God of Iſrael from e- 
verlaſting to everlaſting, all the People will be ready. 
to joyn with him, and ſay Amen. 1
